We, the Board of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, have 
the honor to submit to your Excellency this our Fourth Annual 
Report. 

During the past year we have carefully inspected the several 
Dublin hospitals which receive Parliamentary grants. These 
are — 

1. The Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

2. The Hon.se of Industry Hospitals, viss. : — 

a. The Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

b. The Whitworth Mechcal Hospital. 

c. The Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

Steevens’ Hospital. 

4. The Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

5. The Cork-street Fever Hosphtal. 

6. The Rotiindo Lying-in Hospital. 

7. The Coomhe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. The St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital; and 

9. The Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of 

the Concordatnin Fund. 

When engaged in these inspections we made careful inquiry re- 
specting the state and condition of each institution, to ascertain if 
the comforts of the patients were duly provided for, the buildings 
kept in good repair, and the general management satisfactory. We 
have since issued the Circular (No 1, Appendix), requesting any 
information or suggestions which the Governors of each hospital 
might be desirous to offer in respect to its funds, management, &c., 
and we give their replies in the Appendix (No. 2.)

Eight hundred tiiicl tweiity*eiglit, [>atioiits wero treated in this 
during the year, being 107 less than in the pi'evious oiio, 
a circuuistance which appears to prove tlic groat value of the insti- 
tution in a preventive sense, as no applicant affected with syphilis 
in any form, or with gonorrhoea, is now I'ottiscd luhnission, nor 
discharged until cured, unless for some irregularity or disohedience 
to the iules or discipline of the house. 

We heg, however, to cull particular attention to the third para- 
graph in the letter from the Governors (r/ck' Appendix No. 2, page 
9, of this Report), in which they state, that “ complaints are con- 
tiunally made, on moral grounds, that females labouring under 
syphilitic diseases are retained in the poorhouses of our city 
unions for mediciil treatment. It is much to be desired that all 
such cases, on the nature of their diseases being ascertained, should 
be sent to the Lock Hospital, in which there is ample accommoda- 
tion for all applicants." 

The average daily number of patients was 84§ ; S8 remained on 
the 1st Apml, 1859 ; 828 were admitted in the year ; 828 dis- 
charged; and 7 died. This mortality was higher than that of last 
year, as a greater proportion of syphilitic patients, affected with 
secondary symptoms, was admitted than in former years. 

The average number of days spent by ail the patients in hospital 
■was 33|-. 

We rern’ot to find that no change has been made in respect to 
the water-closets, whose imperfect construction we felt it onr duty 
to bring before the notice of your Excellency in our two last 
Reports. 

This institution is much iiupro\ cd, hut some consideiuhlo repairs 
are still necessary. 

A classified return of the diseases of the patients treated during 
the year is given in the Appendix (No. 3.) 

The attendance of pupils ou the practice of tlie hospital is very 
limited. 

Seventy-live of the patients have returned to their {rieud.s, aiiil 
66 have been sent to penitentiary asylums in the course of the 
year.

Hospuals. The wards of each of these hospitals, and the condition of -the 
patients in them, appeared to ho very satlsfactoiy on the occasions 
when we inspected them. Some necessary iiuprovemonte have 
been made by the Governors in respect to the Apothecary’s shop, 
and in the arraugeraeuts for dispensing luedicinos. But the water- 
closets in the Richmond Hospital lu-e still very defective; and 
whilst that defect continues, the condition of the hospital, which 
usually contains above 100 piatients, cannot he considered satisfac- 
tory. 

In our last Report, we remarked on the defective state of the new 
laundry that had been constructed in this hospital by the Board of 
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Fourth Report of the Board ofBuUin RiospitaU. 5

? -1 Ti’ Y® regret to find tliat the machinery of it is little 

available for the use of* tlie hospitals. 

Eighty-four patients remained in the Hardwiche Fever Hospital on 
i i^^r were admitted; 1,314 diselm’^ed : and 

114 died m the year ended 31st March last. This mortality w^as 
I y per cent, less than in the previous year. 

Seventy-three patients remained in the Whitworth Hospital at the 
Est year; 940 wore admitted; 892 discharced; and 60 
died in the year ended 31st Alarcli last. 

_ One hundred and nine patients remained in the Richmond Hos- 
pital on the first of April, 1859; 1,205 were admitted, 1,194 
discharged, and 29 died up to the 31st of March last. The admis- 
sions into the Whitworth was 54, and those into the Richmond 169, 
less than in the previous year. The per centage mortality in each 
was also slightly less. 

■nie total mortality In the three hospitals was 203, or 6-6 per cent. 
T 'T™ ti’Sfted to a termination; it was 5-52 in 

the Hardwicke ; 6 30 in the Whitworth; and 2-24 in the Richmond, 

i-he average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 22G; — 72 in tlio Hardwicke ; 62 in the Whitworth ; and 92 
in the Richmond. 

The average number of days spent in hospital was, 18.^ in tbe 
Hardwicke; 22 in tbe Whitworth; and 27 in tlie Ricbmond. 

The returns wliicli we have received of tlie diseases in these 
Hospitals cannot be given in this Report, as those of the Harci- 
wioku and Richmond are imperfect; but a classified list of the 
diseases of wlricli patients died in the tliree is c'iven in the Apnen- 
dix (Ho, 4.) 

The Registration of Disease is not yet satisfactory in tlie Rich- 
mond Hospital, a defect to which we have directed" the attention 
of the Governors and Medical Officers. 



Steevens’ Hospitai. 



This institution continues to he in a satisfactory state in every 
respect, 192 patients remained on the 1st of April, 1859 ; 2,305 
were admitted in the year; 2,230 discharged; and 49 died. 

The mortality was 2T5 per cent, on the number treated to a 
termination. The average poeriod spent by the piatlents in hospital 
averaged 29 days. The average daily number of beds occnjiied 
during the year was 180. 

A classified return of the diseases of the patients is given in the 
Appendix (No. 5.) 

The Governors intend to erect a new laundry, and to put up 
shower-baths and lavatories. Some i mpirovement in the dietary is 
contemplated, so as to give a greater variety, including vegetahies, 

Tirij Meath Hospitae. 

This institution is in a very satisfactory state in all respects. Its 
accommodation has been increased by the addition of a spacious 
ward, which contains twelve beds for non-fehi'ile medical cases.

On the &st of April, 1859, there -were 53 infirmary patimits in 
the hospital; 847 were admitted, 805 discharged, and 36 died, in 
the year ended March last. 18 lever patients remained at the eiid 
oflast year-, 256 were admitted, 230 discharged, and 21 died in 
the year. The mortality in the infirmary patients was 3-60, in the 
fever patients, 8'32 per cent. 

The time spent in hospital by the infirmary patients averaged 
23 days ; by the fever patients, 20. 

Classified retm-ns of the diseases of the patients of both classes are 
given in the Appendix (No. G). 

The Cork-steeet Fevek Hospital, 

This institution was in a very satisfactory condition when we 
inspected it. 

On the 1st of April, 1859, 70 patients remained, and in the sub- 
sequent year 1,616 were admitted, 1,504 discharged, and 84 died; 
giving a mortality of 5'29 per cent, on 1,582 cases that were treated 
to a termination. This year's admissions were 306 more than 
those of the previous year, showing an increase of febrile disease 
in the south portion of Dublin. 

The attendance and supervision of the two resident medical 
pupils continue to be very satisfactory. 

A classified return of tbe diseases of the patients, and of the 
causes of death, is given in the Appendix (No. 7). , 

The average daily number of patients in hospital was 84J: the 
highest number was in Januaiy and Sopteraber, the lowest in 
April. The continuance of patients in the hospital averaged 19-|- 
days. 

In our last Report we alluded to the diff’ei'ences that existed 
between the Managing Committee of the Cork-street Fever Hospital 
and the Board of Guardians of the, South Dublin Union respecting 
the admission of patients into that Hospital ; these differences are 
now satisfactorily arranged, as that Committee have proposed to 
convey all patients who are duly certified to ho ill of fever to the 
Hospital in a cart pro;dded by themselves. 

The Rotundo Lying-in Hospital. 

This institution continues in a very satisfiictory state. Forty-one 
labour patients remained at the end of last year; 1,565 were 
admitted, 1,549 discharged, and 98 died up to the 31st March last. 
Tw'elve chronic cases remained, 175 were admitted, 176 discharged, 
and 2 died in the com-.se of the year. The mortality in the labour 
class was only 1'64 per cent,; in the previous year it was 2-40. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year by 
labour patients was 46 ; by chronic cases 10. The labour cases 
averaged 10 J days in hospital ; the chronic, 20^. 

Fifty-four extern labour patients wei-e attended, oi whom two 
died. 

A classified return of the diseases of the chronic class is given in 
the Appendix (No. 8); and also a return of the diseases of which 
the 28 labour cases died.

St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital. 

This institution coiitinue.s to be very satisfactorily conducted • 
17 piitionts remained at the end of the year; 207 were admitted 
up to the 31.st March hi-st, 209 ivere discharged, and 15 remained. 

Ill the year ended SOtli October last, 243 were admitted, beinc' 
an iiicrcaso of 55 over the iiiiiiibor in any jirevious year. 

The statistics of the hosjiital are given in the Appiendix (No 9). 

The Hospital for Incurables. 

This institution continues to be very satisfactorily conducted, and 
the economy with ■which the comforts of the patients are in every 
necessary respect attended to is highly creditable to the Governors 
and officers. 

On the 1st of Aiiril, 1859, there remained 71 piatients; 39 -were 
admitted in the course of the year, 4 were discharged, and 37 died ; 
giving a mortality of 00' 24 per cent, on the number treated to a 
termination. This very high mortality marks the character of the 
institution, yet some of its inmates have lived many years in it, 
though labouring under incurable diseases. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year was 
TO; 30 beds were unoccupied last year for ivant of funds, -wliieh 
it is very desirable to provide, as there are many fit and deserving 
applicants for admission on each board day. 

^ Tlie cost of maintenance for each bed in tins institution averages 
£12. Leaving ten beds alway.s unoccupied for the ventilation of 
■wards in which patients die, and for other sanitaiy purposes, twenty 
of these beds could be supported at an annual cost of about £240 —

Could 
unices. jiddition be made to the existing grant received liy this Hos- 
pital, the benefits annually derived from it woidd fiir outweigh that 
additional expenditure. 

A classified list of the disea.se.s of the patients admitted during 
the year, and of the number that died of each disease, is given iu 
the Appendix (No. 10). 



"We ajipend tables. Appendix (No. 11), -whieh give in detail the 
income and expeuditiu'e of each hospital, the number of patients 
treated and the results, the average daily' number of beds occupied 
during the year, and the average year’s cost per bed in each insti- 
tution. 

These tables show that the total income of the nine hospitals was 
£25,590 from all sources, and the expenditure £25,780 15,‘f. ; that 
11,536 jpatients were admitted, 11,208 discharged, and 4-57 clioul 
in the year. 

The statistics of disease in the Corlc-street, Hardwiclce, and 
Meath hospitals, show a considerable admission of cases of small- 
rax annually, and a large mortality from that disease, though the 
Directors of the Dublin Cow-Pock Institution and the Medical 
Officers of the North and South Dublin Poor Law Unions vacci- 
nate all applicants gratis, and liave done so lor many' y-ears. 

During the y'ears 18.59 and I860, 257 cases of .siiiiill-jiox have 
been admitted into the three ahovo-iiiontioned Imspitals, of whom 
42 died.

dates for medical appointments in the public service to produce certificates of 
attcmhuicG, at this, or similar Hospitals, tiic Governors cannot hope for improve- 
ment in this respect. Tliey point -with gi*eat satisfaction to the appended return 
of the number of patients sent to friends and to asylums, from 1st April. 1859, 
to .December 31st, 1 800.

. Sir,— In reply to your communication of the 1 2th January, I am directed to 
inform the Board, of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals that since the date of 
last report, the inner squai’c of the Hospital has been cemented, and new 
sashes have been supplied. This completes the extciuor improvements of the 
Hospital. The only matters of any considerable expense which now remain are, 
the reconstruction of the Iuundi*y, and the painting of the entire wood and iron 
work of the institution. The latter improvement the Governors intend to have 
carried out this spring, and the plans, &c., Lave been prepared by the architect, 
lor the remodelling of the laundry. By a late aiTaugement cases of uterine 
disease have been segregated from the general patients, and provided with a 
small separate ward. I enclose a report from the Medical School Committee.

Sir,— Your letter, addressed to the Assistant Secretary of the Coombe Lying- 
in Hospital, requesting information fi-om the Governors in. relation to any matter 
of intei'cst connected with the institution, which occurred in the course of the 
past year, was submitted to tho [Managing Committeo at their last monthly 
meeting ; and I have been requested to mention to you, for the information of 
the. Board of Superintendence, that the extensive repairs of the institution liave 
been for some time completed, and that the Hospital is now in full working 
order. Th(;sc repairs were of a veiy extensive nature, including the taking 
down and rebuilding the flunk and rere walls, new roofing the entire of the 
Hospital, raising ceiling of back top wm'd to the extent of two feet, in order to 
insure better ventil.ation therein than had previously existed : fitting up Idtclien 
range, Laundry, boilers, &c. ; fitting up an apartment for tlie Matron of the 
.[-Tospitnl, and also another for the accommodation of Pupil N’urses, and other 
extensive and pei'inanent improvements, the whole of which was ellected at a cost 
of £383 6s. The Committee have also expended £24 12s. 8d. in furnishing 
the Matron’s room, there not having been such' an officer connected with the 
Hospital previously. They have also fitted up ten additional beds in the Hos- 
pital, and have gotten a large stock of bedding, at an outlay of £132 2s. 1 id. 
They have thus, you -vvill perceive, expended £S40 ‘2s. 4cf. in items of a special 
and exceptional character ; and as so large an exti*a outlay could not be met out 
of the ordinary income of the institution, the Committee have been compelled

During tlie progress of these repairs, which occupied nearly eight months, the 
Hospital was almost absolutely closed, but one small ward having been reserved 
for urgent cases; but by the permission of the Boai'd, the wards of “The 
Maternity,” Pcter-strect— kindly placed at the disposal of the Committee by its 
Mana^ng Committee— were made available to the greatest extent their limited 
accommodation permitted, whilst extern relief was aiforded as extensively as 
possible. 

For the more efficient wm-king of the General Dispensary connected witli the 
institution, the Cionimittee have deemed it expedient to appoint two medical 
men to the special charge of that department, in order not to overtax the time 
of those gentlemen who have charge of the midwifery branch. They have 
already made one of these appointments, and hope soon to make the second.
